Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment doesn't overcome the rejections previously applied. On pages 14-15, the applicant 
argues that Ratz fails to disclose a period of difficutly. While the applicant's points are understood, the examiner respectfully disagrees. 
See for example Ratz column 13, lines 1-5. There Ratz discloses disabling the autotracker if the object disappears. The examiner notes 
that when an object disappears, the autotracker encounters a period of difficulty of tracking the object, thus causing the autotracker to 
disable itself. Therefore the rejection has been maintained. 

On page 16 the applicant argues that Hu fails to disclose comparing a computer model with a video image of the tracked target. While 
the applicant's points are understood, the examiner respectfully disagrees. See for example Hu column 4, lines 1-15. There Hu 
discloses opening a video file or computer model to track an object. Once the file is open, an object is designated to be tracked. The 
object is the compared against the computer model or video file to track the object through the subsequent frames. Therefore the 
rejection has been maintained. 
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
